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GERMAN STRONGHOLDS 
BOMBED AND FIRED 


LONDON, 
May 
23.— B ritish 
air 
forces in raids Tuesday and Tuesday 
night dropped several tons of bombs 
on enem y strongholds in Belgium and 
G erm any, it was officially announced 
today. 
Som e of the airplanes penetrated as 
far as Metz, it was stated, bombing 
the railway station at that place. The 
railway yards at Liege were attacked 
and tw o tons of bombs were dropi>ed 
upon 
a 
chem ical plant at M annheim. 
Three fires were started in the latter 
city. 
During the sam e period. 16 enem y 
airplanes w ere brought down, w hile 
tw o 
others w ere forced down out of 
control and tw o balloons 
were 
d e­ 
stroyed. 
Anti-aircraft guns disposed 
of two other enem y planes.

shrapnel 
bom bs to kill- n u rses a n d wounded. 
T h e shrapnel wag tim ed to burst at 
th e level of the ground, so a s to iii 
sure the greatest nossiblc d estruction 
of life. 
British 
aviators 
and 
anti-aircraft 
guns battled with tile Hun squadron, 
bringing down th e .e n e m y c o m m an d ­ 
e r ’s machine. 
I visited the scene ot the la m b in g 
today. 
Huts about th e h ospital were 
in splinters.

A Y. M. C. A. secretary in Chicago worked in a 
neighborhood where he had ample opportunity to observe 
the children of the street.

seeking saloon entries for warmth, they held an appeal 
to the young secretary. 
So he rented two rooms in a 
small, dingy building, and founded the Off-the-Street Club. 
The club began its career 17 years ago with an ice 
cream social, largely attended by a worldly-eyed, bus 
pieiotiB throng of cynical youngsters. 
But that crowd 
yielded to friendliness. 
The Off-the-Street Club has just moved a third time 
into more spacious quarters. 
Its present membership is 
800 and it is still growing. 
Nobody preaches to the children. 
They are simply 
given a chance to develop the good that their friend 
believes is in them. 
Lessons in character building, con­ 
trol of the will, the value of pure living, are by-products 
of good times and human kindness, mingled with gym­ 
nastics classes, a hand of forty instruments, a primary 
club for little tots and other fascinating activities. 
We 
approve of that club. 


Pro-German Letters 


(By Caroline Ticknor of The Vigilantes) 
Are we, the women of this country, helping the 
Kaiser with our pens? 
We are assuredly, in every 
gloomy, worrisome depressing letter we send to dampen 
the spirits and take the heart out of a soldier in field or 
camp. If we do this, we are ( rippling the army of Ainer 
lea and strengthening the enemy, even though we are 
knitting day and night, putting our money into Liberty 
Bonds and helping Hoover conscientiously. 
In an enlightening article entitled, ‘The Woman Be 
hind the Soldier," Mrs. Rhinehart has offered the fob 
lowing report made after first-hand study of the facts: 
“In one great array camp, 50,000 letters are received 
each day, nearly all written by women. A careful inves 
tigation has shown that one in five, or 10,000 letters a 
day'in that one camp, are of the sort to take the very 
pout out of a man. 
And the investigation showed that 
on the day a man received a discouraged and peevish let 
ter from home he was far below his normal efficiency." 
Mrs. Rhinehart concludes that if a like proportion 
of this type of depressing letters are being sent to France, 
the writers are doing their part to sapdhe strength and 
courage of one-fifth of our forces. 
Is this, a trifling aid 
to Germany, or is it not? 
During the past twelve months it has been my priv 
ilege to read a great number of soldiers’ letters, written 
by relatives, friends, and total strangers, as well as 
countless others reprinted by the daily press. 
In all of 
these I have not found a single one that did not breathe 
courage and cheer and hopefulness. 
The writers made 
the hest of everything, they m a d e light of their dangers, 
illness and hardships; they joked about the rats and 
vermin; the cold and wet, the manifold discomforts and 
deprivations. 
But never one complaint or murmur have 
I yet seen penned by a soldier. 
Apart from any regu­ 
lations of the censor, it has been evident that every 
soldier is taking pains to send back home only that which 
will cheer those left behind. 
Is it too much then to ask of wives and mothers, 
sisters and sweethearts that they shall refrain from put­ 
ting petty worries, and gloomy foreboding, household an 
noyances into their letters, which are so vital a factor in 
the TTVes of the men who have gone out to stand between 
thew and the German guns? 
No doubt there are thou­ 
sands of lonely, anxious, tired, harassed women on this 
side of the water, but as yet they have suffered nothing 
when compared with their sisters across the seas, and 
yet the women of England are smiling, the women of 
france are smiling and even the women of Belgium are

There are still a good many people in the United 
States who do not appreciate the seriousness of the world 
situation. 
They read that the allied line is holding in 
France, and they feel confident that it will continue to 
hold. But there are so many possibilities of ill that they 
cannot afford to sit back and take an easy view of the 
enormous struggle. 
At the commencement exercises of Rhode Island 
State College on Sunday, President Edwards said: "We 
must win this war or we shall experience the same 
horrors and undergo the same shame as Russia is ex­ 
periencing." 
We must win this war or we shall find ourselves 
compelled to face, a little while hence, the ruthless 
enemy that poured over the Belgian border four years 
ago. 
We must win this war or our cherished democratic 
experiment ^vill be subjected to a more fearful test 
than has yet been put upon it. 
If we do not win the war, Germany may be able to 
attack us alone. 
Our present allies may not be aligned 
with us if another struggle comes. The time to settle the 
German menace is now, when the most formidable com­ 
bination the world has ever seen is available to settle it. 
President Edwards says: 
"Let us pass over the 
physical agonies of our country overrun by a German 
army, the nameless horrors of Belgium transferred to our 
own land, you and I frantically seeking some remote 
corner where our loved ones might be hidden in safety, 
the desolation of all that we held dear and sacred, this 
proud nation humiliated and broken, bending beneath the 
weight of an indemnity that would mean economic slav­ 
ery—let us pass over all of these things to consider that 
with a German victory would die for another thousand 
years the hope of the race of liberty.” 
These are not imaginary dangers. 
They actually 
confront us. 
It is only a reckless optimism that shuts 
its eyes to them. 
And the present hour is the one in 
which we must prepare against them. 
The allied armies are in need of man power. 
They 
depend on us to fill their vacant ranks, 
it is plain to 
every keen sighted American that our youth must be 
sent to France in numbers far beyond our original 
expectations. 
The United States must he safeguarded 
on its first line of defense, three thousand miles to the 
eastward, and safeguarded very thoroughly. That means 
that no meager force will do. The call is for millions of 
our young men. 
We must win this war. 
Our own fate and the fate 
of every other liberty-loving nation depends upon it. 
And the winning of the war depends upon our realization 
of the seriousness of the task before us and the prompt­ 
ness and fidelity with which we accomplish it.

From Randolph 


Giving an inside and a very inter­ 
esting light upon conditions in Mos­ 
cow under the new regime, a letter 
from John Randolph, vice-consul 
at 
Moscow, is printed in 
the 
Newark 
Courier, ot Newark, N. J., a copy 
of 
which has been brought to the Regis­ 
ter office by A. J. Perkins, of 1102 
French street, Santa Ana. 
The letter, while of unusual inter­ 
est in Newark, where Randolph for­ 
merly lived, is of njpre than usual in­ 
terest everywhere, by reason of Ran­ 
dolph's official position. 
Upon 
the 
death of Consul-General Maddin Sum­ 
mers at Moscow recently, the duties 
of the consul-general fell upon Ran­ 
dolph. 
Randolph tells of extremely 
high 
insurance charged for articles ship­ 
ped to him from 
America. 
For 
in­ 
stance, insurance on etaporated milk 
was 23 cents a can; 
on 
strawberry 
jam, 6 cents a jar; on sardines, $1.02 
a can: bacon, K2 cents a pound. 
Portions of the letter follow: 
‘ My only criticism and suggestion 
for the future would be to put sugar 
in them. (Referring to canned apples.) 
I dare say you put them up with the 
idea that they might be made into pies, 
but, you see, over here in this country 
the girls—well, the Russian girls can 
make cy ts—most wonderful eyes—but 
they can’t make pies. 
Take O ver Estate* 
“Over here estate-owners are not at 
present popuiur. 
Last September I 
was a guest on a large estate in Cen­ 
tral Russia. 
Tile house rose like a 
chateau over a beautiful 
river. 
All 
about stretched 
beautiful 
c o u n tr y - 
half forest and half rich black earth— 
three thousand, two hundred acres in 
all—considered a rath er small estate 
hereabouts. 
Two 
thatched 
villages 
with the vJllage-lands formed “islands ’ 
in the estate. 
My host had a flock of 
fifteen hundred imported Shropshire 
sheep, an imported Belgian stun with 
a whole barn full of sons, and a new 
American threshing 
machine 
which 
cost four thousand dollars gold, every­ 
thing except the house has now been 
taken over by the peasants of the two 
villages, who have appointed a c o n 
mittee to watch the estate-owner *o 
see that he does not sell anything or 
carry away anything. 
This committee 
has officially “sold” the Belgian stud 
to one of the peasants for fifty roubles, 
whirti at the present rate of e 
lunge 
would be about three dollars and sixty 
cents. 
The threshing 
machine 
lips 
been bought by the peasants for their 
own community use tor about s» -en 
dollars and a half. 
The 
sheep 
have 
likewise been taken and divided up, 
many of them being killed 
so 
that 
each peasant could have hi? jv iq er 
number of quarters. 
Meanwhile the 
committee taking charge have been 
voted a salary of fifty roubles a month 
each, which the peasants oblige the 
estate owner to pay from

pocket. 
“The political and economic condi­ 
tions in the cities are even worse than 
those in the country.

seems to be through a development or 
growth of the Bolsheviks tneiusdves.

Old French Boy—and His 
Family. 


M arcel Is a man. 
H e Is just fifteen 
years old, but yet he is a man. 
I say 
he is a man because in the last four 
years’ tim e has burned into his child 
heart m arks th at should w ait for stern­ 
er m aturity. He is a man because ho 
has the responsibility of a woman. He 
lias no father. 
The Germans saw to 
that. M arcel has had to stand by and 
see his small brothers and baby sister 
ask In vain for fpod while he fought 
off the pressing call from his growing 
boy’s stomach. 
H e has had to sec 
tears from his m other’s eyes drop on 
the plowed ground as she worked the 
soil his father would have tilled had 
he not gone away out of the peaceful­ 
ness of the Mnrne vayey into the iron 
hall of the Aisne and on Into the here­ 
after. 
The boy, who was now a man, w ork­ 
ed hard, yes, too hard. W ith his h air­ 
less hands and his boy’s strength he 
fought alm ost alone the unequal fight 
against w ant w ith w hat little help his 
frail m other could give. 


Mother Can Keep Children. 
One of the 70 or SO local societies 
in France, handicapped by lack of 
funds because deluged by calls for 
help, tried to releive the family by tak ­ 
ing aw ay the children. But to the to r­ 
ture tw isted brain of the woman this 
seemed like losing all she had. 
And then when everything seemed 
lost and despair cnmo they heard the 
new s: “No, it could not he true. 
They would help them with food and 
clothing? 
They would till tile soil? 
Mend tile barns and stay near by to 
see that things went well?” Yes, and 
the children could stay, said the Red 
Cross, as they had said to hundreds 
of others. 
Thftt was two years ago. Today this 
family is self supporting nnd has some 
to spare for the more needy ones, who 
still are being helped. 
Little Jean is 
taller. 
H e looks well fed—and he is 
well fed. 
The baby is so roily poly 
that the dimples have come again. 
They are in good spirits—on their feet 
once more. 
And Marcel, 
n e has finished the 
course that the Red Cross gave him 
in an agricultural school. It is he who 
has been running the farm so well. H e 
did It all. At least they let him think 


so, for heaven knows he has seen tin* 
bottom of the bitter cup. And I know 
ihat the Red Cross will w ant me to 
>-ny he did it, for th at is the way they 
work—quietly, 
earnestly, 
efficiently, 
w ithout stlut, w ithout waste, without 
boast. 


THE LITTLE OLD LADY 
OF PANSY SQUARE 


Tim idly she entered the Red Cross 
Bureau and stood ju st w ithin the door­ 
way. 
H er, poor, dimmed old eyes spoke so 
eloquently: “I’m friendly, ladles, but 
a little afraid.” 
Several of us rose, but Mrs. Craw ­ 
ford reached her first and asked her 
to come in and sit down. 
“Oh, thank you so much," quavered 
the old lady as she sat down. 
“You 
see, ray boy—my grandson—has gone 
and’’—w ith Spartan fortitude she re­ 
strained the tears th a t glistened in her 
eyes—“gone with his regiment. 
Now 
I’m all alone in my little cottage in 
Pansy Square. And, oh, ladies, do any 
of you know the dreary loneliness 
when there la no one who comes home 
at night?” 
We almost hugged the dear old lady, 
so forlorn, yet so brave. We drew up 
our chairs closer, and she told us her 
story. 
The little old lady owned a vine 
embowered cottage In Pansy Square. 
There she kept house for her grand­ 
son, who worked in a downtown office. 
When America took up cudgels for de­ 
mocracy the lad, in patriotic fervor, 
was among the first to enlist. 
“Ah, how I loved him and needed 
him I” whispered the old lady broken­ 
ly. "But my dear country needed him 
more. 
So I told him to go. 
‘But 
what will you do, granny?’ he asked. 
I told him I had enough, and so he 
w en t 
Brave, brave heart! 
My hus­ 
band was a soldier, and I have his 
pension. 
But It is small. 
After pay­ 
ing the taxes on my cottage there was 
little left, and now It Is gone. I’m old, 
but I’m willing. AU I ask Is a chance 
to earn my bread till—till he returns.” 
Through the Home Service workers 
of her community the little old lady 
of Pansy Square has been pfovlded 
with simple tasks, such as making pre­ 
serves and delicious cakes and jellies, 
a labor of love for her and an unfail­ 
ing source of revenue. 
Some day, please God, her soldier 
boy will come back to the little old 
lady of Pansy Square, and he will find 
her as he left her—happy, comfortable 
and self reliant.

The war will have cost Francs a 
million young men. 
But of th* 38,* 
000,000 people still alive, four mil* 
lion, according to an estim ate made 
by Pierre Ilainp, m ust die by tubercu­ 
losis. 
Oh, yes, there is bcmethlng 
worse than gas and shrapnel. 
“Over 
there” some one 13 dying of tubercu­ 
losis every six minutes. 
B ut dying isn’t the w orst part. Isn’t 
that “for F rance” ? 
The w orst part 
is the lingering, lonesome, tragic dif­ 
ference between being wounded and 
being consumptive. 
The man who has lost an eyo, aa 
arm, a leg or two Is, In his own small 
circle, popular, romantic—a good deal 
of a hero. To him the,Hist considera­ 
tion is accorded. 
And, on leaving tho 
hospital, ho leaves with a pension. 
But there is. nothing romantic about 
tuberculosis. 
Jgfit fig freely as the 
wounded man, the consumptive soldier 
has given his all. Instead of being popu­ 
lar, he Is shunned from dread of con­ 
tagion. 
If a hospital is crowded he 
m ust stand aside to make room for the 
wounded. And only when he can prove 
that neither he nor any relative was 
consumptive before the war is he 
grunted a pension. 
Because a fte r the war France must 
be as strong in body as she has been 
in 
spirit, 
the 
consumptive 
soldier 
must no longer be neglected. T here la 
imperative, 
compelling need 
for a 
check of the w hite plague’s spread. And 
already the American Red Cross la 
well on the way to conquering the 
scourge in France. Co-operating with 
the Rockefeller Foundation, old hospi­ 
tals are being taken over, new ones are 
being built and ultim ately more ttian 
three hundred dispensaries for con­ 
sumptives will be established through­ 
out the country. 
Through the work 
of tile American Red Cross, usln£ 
money contributed by American m ea 
and women, the consumptive, neglect­ 
ed soldier is coming into his own.
